Angler is victim 


Man drowns in lake; 
suicide is thwarted

Belleville Lake had its first 
drowning of the year early Monday 
morning, but was thwarted from 
claiming a second victim Saturday 
night when a suicide attempt was 
foiled. 

The body of Eddie McGee. 45, of 
Detroit, was recovered about 3:15 
p.m. Monday by Cpl. Gerald Boyne, 
a diver for the marine division of the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment. 

McGee’s body was found in 20 feet 
of water about 10 feet from a cement 
slab underneath Belleville Bridge on 
which he was reported to have been 
sleeping, according to Insp James 
Hale. 

Tlie officer said the deceased man 
and his 14-year-old son, Eddie 
McGee Jr., had crawled along the 
under-structure of the bridge to the 
cement slab about ll p.m. Sunday to 
fish. 

The boy told police his father 
evidently fell asleep and had fallen 
face first into the water. He said his 
father came to the surface only once 
before disappearing into the waters 
of the lake. 

Hale said the boy apparently 
made no attempt to go to the aid of 
his father. The police investigation 
did not disclose if the victim or his 
son could swim. 


At 7:20 p.m. Saturday. Belleville 
Bridge was the scene of a suicide 
attempt by a young man who 
jumped from the west side of the 
bridge at the south end, according to 
LI Fred Reiman, who heads the 
sheriff’s marine division. 

Occupants of at least three boats 
in the vicinity jumped into the water 
and rescued the would-be suicide. 
Reiman said the man fought with his 
rescuers and had to be handcuffed 
by his men when they arrived on the 
scene. 

Identified as Virgil R. Higgins, 27, 
of Lincoln. 111., the rescued man was 
taken to Wayne County General 
Hospital where he again had to be 
restrained by officers. 

Investigating officers said Higgins 
had been living with his sister, Mrs. 
Norma Ark os, and her husband in 
Van Buren Township. Further in- 
vestigation revealed that Higgins 
had attempted suicide on a previous 
occasion and had been confined to a 
hospital in Dekalb, 111. 

Reiman said Higgins told officers 
he wanted to end his life because he 
hated it 

Recently, the Wayne County Road 
Commission erected signs on 
Belleville Bridge forbidding fishing 
from or near the structure 

Belleville Mayor Justin Emerson 
told the Enterprise that the city of 
Belleville and Van Buren Township 
will enforce the fishing restrictions 


Commenting on the new city 
budget, Clerk Leonard J. Folmar 
said. “In *n era of declining 
revenues and increased costs, the

Among the pluses and minuses 
contained in the new city budget, 
some $800,000 in increases represent 
higher revenues for the water and 
sewer funds. The increases came 
about as a result of higher charges 
for those services passed on to the 
city of Romulus by the city of 
Detroit. 


Included in minuses is a $200,000 
decrease in contract payments to 
the city’s capital improvements 
program 


Also listed among increases in the 
new budget are funds to pay for 
salary raises for three DPW 
foremen who are members of the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees, 
and members of the teamsters union 
who will receive a total of 40 cents an 
hour hike in pay by December of this 
year

At the last of several meetings 
over the last few months, mayors 
and supervisors from Van Buren 
Township, Belleville, Sumpter 
Township, Romulus and Huron 
Township agreed to call the new 
body the Western Five Community 
Conference.

3) Cut down on the cost of cars 
purchased by member communities 
as the vehicles could be obtained in 
larger fleet orders; 

Larger federal grants would 


permit bigger and better programs 
by each member community for 
senior citizens, recreation, housing, 
rehab housing, arts, manpower, 
management training, youth, 
economic development, en- 
vironment, solid waste disposal and

After several earlier meetings, the 
five communities thus far have

The brainchild of Henry Redman, 
township manager for Sumpter 
Township, the consortium (or 
banking agreement) would be 
financed during the first year of 
operation by a federal grant of 
$56,000 for which Redman already 
has approval. 

Western Five could operate with 
four of the five communities, 
Redman explained, although his 
goal is to have all five governments 
approve the plan. 

Last week, Romulus City Council 
approved membership in the con- 
sortium. Chances for approval in the 
remaining four communities look 
very favorable. 

Belleville Mayor Justin Emerson 
said he and the city council will 
review final draft of the consortium 
agreement following study by the 
city attorney. He said approval f »r 
Belleville to join the consortium is 
almost a certainty. 

In Huron Township, Sup. Roy 
Raker said he had been authorized 
by the township board to study the 
final draft of the consortium 
agreement and to go ahead with 
plans to join the new body. 

Last night (Tuesday), the Van 
Buren and Sumpter township boards 
were scheduled to consider the 
consortium agreement. In both 
townships, passage is anticipated. 

Redman, who obtained approval 
for the initial $56,000 grant, said the 
new body would be similar to the 14- 
community Downriver Community 
Conference now in its third year. 

With the federal grant paying for 
the consortium’s first year of 
operation, including the salary for a 
director and administrative 
assistant, cost to each of the five 
communities would be free, he said. 

Once in operation, the Western 
Five Community Conference would: 

1) Enable procurement of large 
grants in which the five com- 
munities would share through a 
more speedy and easier procedure; 

2) Decrease cost of various in-

Late as usual 


New city budget up slightly 


“Better late than never” seems to 
he the slogan of the Romulus City 
Council, as it again dragged its feet 
in passing the city budget. However, 
both council and mayor came in for 
some praise. 

When that body passed the 1979-80 


city budget last week, action came 
seven weeks past the May 15 
deadline despite its receipt from the 
mayor on the required April 1 date. 
Both dates are stipulated under the 
city charter. 

With Councilman Ray Cantrell 


excused from the council and 
Councilman James Raspberry 
voting; no the vote was 5-1 to ap- 
prove the new $12,113,698 overall 
budget for the fiscal year July 1, 1979 
to June 30, 1980 

The new overall budget is up a 
nominal 4.2 percent over last year’s 
figure of $11,625,543. The general 
fund portion of the new budget in- 
creased less than $12,000 from 
$6.0%, 650 to $6,108,441. 


Romulus first to okay 
new area consortium 
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Commissioners again reject Hines mini-station 


The Hines Park mini-station, 
established several weeks ago, has 
failed to win the formal approval of 
the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners a second time, leaving 
unanswered questions for both its 
immediate future and long-range 
existence. 

Rejecting a second try last month, 
the board denied, by one vote, to 


If it were up to today’s young 
people, there’d be less energy 
wasted and plenty of gas at the 
pumps. 

Coordinators of the Michigan 4-H 
Youth Energy Project have found 
that high school youths are more 
easily convinced to save energy than 
their parents. 

“The kids aren’t too hard to 
convince,” said Lowell Rothert, 
program leader for the Michigan 4-H 
Youth Program. “It’s the parents 
who are harder to change, though as 
gas prices have gone up, interest in 
conservation has also gone up ” 

Michigan was one of 10 states 
which received funding from the 
Federal Department of Energy for 
conservation education programs 
which began Jan. 1, 1978. Michigan’s 
project, focusing on about 30,000 
high school students in five regions 
across the state, was the only one 
which involved youth education. 

“Tne energy project’s main ob- 
jective was to change the energy 
conservation attitudes of high school 
students and their families,” Robert 
said. “Questionnaires completed by 
students in the program showed a 
much stronger conservation ethic 
than those filled out by non- 
participating students.” 

The 4-H project emphasized 
conservation mainly in the areas of 
home heating and cooling and use of 
the family car, each of which 
comprises about 40 percent of the 
energy used by families. 

“We found hands-on, practical 
programs to be most effective,” 
Rothert added. “In one program, we 
had the students read the gas or 
electric meters in their homes at the 
beginning of a week and again a 
week later. Then we asked them to 
try to conserve for a week, along 
with their families, and read the 
meter again. This really made a lot 
of people aware of the importance of 
conservation.” 

A unique component of the energy 
project was the Computer Trans- 
portation Program. About 900 
families of the high school students 
last year figured their average car 
mileage, how many miles they were 
getting to a gallon of gasoline, and 
how much they were paying for gas. 
The figures were plugged into the 
computer, which pointed out ways to 
cut down on gas consumption. 

“A year ago, implementing the 
recommendations would have saved 
about $300 a year, but since gasoline 
prices have gone up so quickly, that 
would be about $450 a year now,” 
Rothert noted. 

The program recommended 


authorize a lease on the tentative 
mini-station building and property, 
owned by the County Road Com- 
mission. 

The same proposal also was 
turned down by the board on June 7, 
in each instance with votes showing 
clear differences between City of 
Detroit and suburban represen- 
tatives on the board. 


driving to work only half the time 
and taking mass transit systems or 
carpooling the rest of the time, using 
the car to shop for groceries only 
once a week, cutting down travel 
mileage by 10 percent and reducing 
local driving by 20 percent. 

The energy project also included 
workshops for 4-H leaders and high 
school teachers. According to 
Rothert, the high school program 
was very effective. 

“Integrating energy education 
material into the regular curriculum 


Now it is even more uncertain how 
or whether the mini-station will 
continue. The station was put into 
effect under administrative sanc- 
tions of the Sheriff and Road 
Commission despite objections 
apparent in the June 7 overall 
decision of the board. 

Board Chairman Richard E. 
Manning and Commissioner George 


provided teachers with an op- 
portunity to discuss relevant, real, 
public concerns,” he said. "It was 
an enlightening experience for all 
involved.” 

The Michigan 4-H Youth Energy 
Project was implemented with the 
help of the Michigan State 
University Science and 
Mathematirs Teaching Center. The 
program was made possible by a 
special grant from the Energy 
Administration, Michigan Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 


F. Killeen argued then that the 
entire package of Hines Park 
security recommendations could be 
carried out under the Sheriff’s 
jurisdiction without need of 
agreement from the board. 

Essentially, all the security 
recommendations coming from the 
Public Safety and Judiciary Com- 
mittee after two public hearings 
already are in effect. Except for the 
mini-station lease proposal, all also 
were approved by the board on June 
28. 

During that meeting, however, 
Manning said the Road Commission 
insists on a lease agreement to 
relieve it of liability while the 
property is being administered by 
the Sheriff. 

“It is still their property, and 
otherwise they are still respon- 
sible,” Manning pointed out. “Up to 
this point we have been using the 
facilities on a day-to-day agreement 
on the premise that we would enter 
into a lease.” 

Manning after the meeting said: 
“At this point it is conceivable that 


the mini-station will have to go. The 
next step is to try to work out some 
other arrangement, perhaps one 
that does not need approval of the 
full board. 

“It seems a shame. The lease was 
for only $1 per year for three years. I 
plan now to confer with the Road 
Commission and their legal staff on 
some other possible arrangement.” 

Although Manning said there is 
“obvious personal aggravation 
involved between the suburbs and 
Detroit,” the commissioners from 
Detroit spoke in general against 
possible unforeseen costs during the 
meeting. 

Said Commissioner Rose Mary C. 
Robinson: “We don’t know of any 
costs yet. We don’t know how much 
will be required to bring such a 
facility up to construction code. 

“I also am concerned that any 
money for this project, for labor and 
otherwise, might have to come from 
proposed legislation that would 
instead go toward probate and 
juvenile court needs 

Commissioners Jackie L. Currie 


and Arthur M. Carter expressed 
concern for staff expenses and 
“Where is the money coming from 
and how much?” 

Manning insisted that the entire 
project would cost no more than the 
lease agreement. He said that staff 
and necessary renovation expenses 
can be paid from present allocations 
with shifts in existing personnel and 
arrangements negotiated between 
appropriate department heads and 
union officials. 

Manning added that State Reps. 
Richard A Young <D-Dearbom 
Heights) and Robert C. Law (R- 
Livonia) are asking for inclusion of 
$200,000 in House Bill 4011 before the 
State Legislature for funds for the 
mini-station, and development of 
two others. 

Other than the mini-station, 
security arrangements approved by 
the board and in progress under the 
Sheriff and Road Commission are 
changes in traffic patterns, parking 
regulations and closing of some 
entrances and exits at the park.

(Continued from Page A-l) 
for the organization, bylaws and 
budget, Redman said. 

Headquarters for the Western 
Five will be in offices at the Van 
Buren Township Hall after that 
township agreed to donate space to 
the fledgling body once it gets 
rolling. 

Redman said he anticipates no 
problems in having the governor 
sign a charter for the non-profit 
organization, a necessary requisite 
before the consortium can officially 
begin operation. 


Aside from the Downriver 
Community Conference, Redman 
said he knew of no other such con- 
sortium in Michigan. However, he 
said Frank Lada, chairman of the 
Downriver Community Conference 
and mayor of Allen Park, did assist 
formation of a consortium in Illinois 
south of Chicago.

Illegal lake access blasted; 
marina owners vow fight 




They contend that the two small 
parcels of land on the west side of 
Haggerty Road just north of the old 
French Landing Dam, should be 
made off limits to boaters bypassing 
licensed commercial marinas such 
as theirs. 


George Heifner, who lives nearby, 
feels the same way. “About five 
years ago before the bridge on 
Haggerty Road was widened, the 
state Highway Department, which 
owns the land, had it fenced and 
some effort was made to keep out 
boaters.” 


However, he said, after the bridge 
repairs were made, the fence was 
tom down and never replaced. Prior 
to that time, a trench dug across the 
entry way helped prevent access to 
the fenced opening to the launching 
area. 


Heifner said he believed “99 
percent” of the residents on Alden 
Drive directly east across Haggerty 
Road are in opposition to the wide- 
open use of the access site to the 
lake. 

Although Heifner and the 
Gillespies feel most of the boaters 
who use the illegal access site do so 
to evade the $2 fee charged by 
Sandy’s Marina and the new DNR 
access site, they are of the opinion 
that a few craft owners are doing 
more than fishing. 


M J plan to ask the governor how he 
would like to live on Belleville Lake 
and have anyone running around on 
the water at any time of the night,” 
he declared. 

Although Heifner said the State 
Highway Department told him they 
would post signs to bar entry to the 
unauthorized access site, depart- 
ment officials said it would do little 
good unless signs were enforced by 
police. 


When he asked if Van Buren 
Township would have its police 
officers enforce the signs when 
erected, he said Supt. Pat Cullin told 
him a lack of personnel would make 
it impossible to adequately enforce 
the ban. 

Not letting any grass grow under 
his feet, Gillespie last week called 
the office of Sen. William Faust. His 
aide, David Callanan referred him 
to the State Highway Department. 


“On Saturday.” Heifner asserted,

An unauthorized access site used 
illegally by boaters to launch their 
crafts into Belleville Lake is being 
blasted by local marina owners as 
unfair to their business and as 
possibly responsible in part for 
crime on that body of water. 

Gil and Sandy Gillespie, new 
owners of Sandy’s Marina, formerly 
Guenther’s Marina, near Huron 
River Drive and Edison Lake Road, 
were sharply critical of the unlawful 
access site directly east across the 
lake from their marina. 


to 45 boats docked at their wharves, 
they do not intend to have their in- 
vestment jeopardized. 

With memberships selling for only 
$5, and which includes the first 
launch free, and subsequent launche 
costing a mere $2, they do not feel 


their charges are too high for 
boaters wishing to cruise and fish on 
Belleville Lake. 

Recently, the state DNR, after a 
court battle with the township, was 
ordered to pay a yearly fee to the 
township for the use of land to gain 


access to launching sites it installed 
for the use of the general public 
Continued use of the illegal access 
site to the lake would, therefore, also 
cut into revenues derived from 
public launching sites it spent 
thousands to install. 


Gillespie pointed out that the two 
marinas have definite closing hours 
for launching boats, usually 9:30 
p.m., with 11 p.m. permitted under 
special permission. 

But, he said, some boaters launch 
their crafts in the wee hours of the 
morning.

Leonard Farr of the Highway 
Department told him he was 
familiar with the property in 
question and that Van Buren 
Township had made noises about 
purchasing the land. He also 
promised Gillespie he would check 
into the matter of closing off the 
illegal access site. 

True to his word, Farr called 
Gillespie Monday, told him signs 
would be put up to bar tresspassers, 
but hedged on why the State High- 
way Department would not put up a 
fence on its own property, Gillespie 
said. 

However, Farr said if posted signs 
were ignored by boaters who 
tresspassed, the state police and the 
sheriff’s department should be 
called to enforce the restrictions. 

Friday morning shortly before 
noon, the Enterprise observed 15 
boat trailers in the area near the 
illegal access site and saw several 
boats launched and pulled out of the 
water.

Wayne captures $98,000 Grant

The City of Wayne — and its 
residents — are $98,000 richer today 
thanks to a federal grant. 

The federal grant provides for 
monies in three specific areas — for 
a community loan and grant 
program, to continue with the storm 
drainage work in the Louis Savage- 
Garfield Park Subdivision, and for 


the construction of a baseball 
diamond in that subdivision. 

“We’re always happy when our 
application for such grants are 
approved by the federal govern 
ment," said Richard Gillespie, city 
engineer "These monies were 
available to us by programs ad- 
ministered by HUD (Department of 
Housing and Urban Development). 

Gillespie pointed out that $35,000 of 
the $98,000 will be utilized for the

continuation of the work on the 
storm drainage in the Savage- 
Garfield Subdivision. 

“We have been working out there 
and will continue to chip away on the 
project until its completed," 
Gillespie said. He added that $10,000 
of the monies also are earmarked 
for park equipment and a ball field 
in that subdivision. 

The rest of the federal grant — 
some $49,000 of it — will be used as a 


loan in grant program whereby 
residents and businesses who are 
eligible can borrow monies at low 
interest rates to repair their homes. 

"In most cases these will be loans 
payable at 3 percent interest rates," 
Gillespie said. "However, there will 
be cases where this money will be an 
outright grant to the individual, if he 
qualifies." 

This is the fifth year of the 
Community Grant Program.

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Four Westland councilmen guilty of 'secret' meeting 


Circuit Court Judge Charles S. 
Farmer has ruled that Westland 
Councilmen Gail McKnight, Nancy 
Neal, Richard Stempien and Robert 
Wagner did violate the Open 
Meetings Act when they met at the 
home of Sen. William Faust on Feb. 
11, 1978. 

The Court’s decision, dated June 
28, was received in the mail by at- 
torneys for both sides Tuesday. 

The civil lawsuit was brought 
against the four councilmen by 
Westland citizens Anne DeSmit and 
John Auten in April 1978. 

At that time, they asked the court 
to issue a permament injunction 
prohibiting the four from meeting in 
secret again. 

However, in the opinion issued by 
Judge Farmer, he states: ’’This 
Court therefore invalidates the 
compromises and decisions made by 
the body at that meeting.” 

This relief was never sought by the 
plaintiffs in the case originally, 
according to Dennis Dettmer, at- 
torney for Mrs. DeSmit and Auten. 

Now that the judge has issued his 
opinion that there was indeed a 
secret meeting, it will be up to the 
attorney prevailing in the case, 
Dettmer, to write up a suggested 
court order for relief in the case, and 
submit it to the judge. Dettmer said 


he will have to clarify that portion of 
the judge’s opinion invalidating the 
meeting "decisions” before writing 
the order. 

Dettmer wasn’t sure late Tuesday 
afternoon what will be contained in 
that order. 

However, if the "compromises 
and decisions” of that Feb. 11, 1978, 
meeting are invalidated, it would 
result in complicated and explosive 
repurcussions in the city. 

The opinion of the court stated, in 
part: 

"It is this Court’s opinion that the 
record and testimony support 
plaintiffs’ position that the meeting 
on Saturday Feb 11, 1978, violated 
the Open Meetings Act.” 

The judge stated that the meeting 
could not be construed as being one 
of the exceptions allowed under the 
act. 

"This Court is not unmindful of the 
defendants’ testimony that the 
original purpose was to solve non- 
public problems and to create 
harmony between council members 
and the mayor. 

"However, the goals achieved, 
and the subject matter of the 
discussion and the deliberations, the 
allocation of monies to pay for the 
salaries and positions in question, 
along with the resolutions in- 


troduced and passed at the regular 
meeting of the City Council of Feb 
21, 1978, indicate that the meeting 
served a dual purpose and that the 
other purpose was to solve the 
•Sylvia Kozorosky matter’.” 

The plaintiffs had contended that 
the meeting was held to discuss city 
business, particularly to resolve a 
conflict that had arisen in the city 
over the council majority’s firing of 


then department on aging director 
Sylvia Kozorosky. 

The council majority eventually 
agreed to hire Mrs Kozorosky back 
as deputy director, in a compromise 
with Mayor Thomas Taylor, who 
had appointed her. The plaintiffs 
had alleged that this compromise 
was worked out at this Feb. 11, 1978, 
meeting, held at the home of Sen 
Faust 


The council majority members 
had maintained that the meeting 
was held to resolve a political feud, 
and not to discuss city business 

However, the judge agreed with 
the plaintiffs that "the manner and 


methods used in discussing and 
resolving the appointment of Sylvia 
Kozorosky, as director of the 
department on aging, and the 
compromises reached in the 
meeting, indicate a violation of the 
act.”

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Area man battles city hall over 
adult bookstore's negative influence

What would you do if you lived 
across the alley from an adult book 
store and your small children kept 
finding magazines with pictures of 
nude men and women on the cover 0 
You’d probably do what James 
and DeArtriss Richardson of 
Isabelle Street in Inkster did - enlist 
the aid of city hall But you’d hope 
for more success, at least in the 
opinion of the Richardsons 
Tlie young married couple lives 
right behind an adult book store, 
located on Michigan Avenue just 
east of Middlebelt Road And the 
problem developed when customers 
of the store started dropping what 
she called lewd magazines into their 
backyard. 

Mrs. Richardson, who is 27 and 
was raised in Inkster, said she loves 
her town, but feels she and her 
family are being short-changed by 
city officials. With husband James, 
who is 29 years old, she has ap- 
peared at different times before City 
Council with their two young 
children, begging the mayor, 
councilmen and city manager to do 
something about the problem that 
has plagued the Richardsons for 
more than a year. 

At a recent council meeting. Mrs 
j Richardson held up a magazine with 
a nude man and woman on the cover 
• in an intimate position. 

J “I found this book on my lawn 
I today - would anyone like to take a 
: lock at it?” she said, offering the 
; book to anyone who wanted to see it 
,in the council chambers. With her 
; was her husband and their two small 
children. Erica, 4, and James, Jr 2. 

“I’d like council to reconsider 
putting up a fence behind the adult 
book store. Not only do we wind our 
backyard littered with magazines 
like this, cars are parked on our 
property during store hours 
Council’s main response was that 
the city could not order the book 
store to put up a fence at the rear of 
its property because it came under 
the “grandfather clause”. That is, 
the city ordinance requiring a fence 
by businesses was passed after the 
store already was in operation. 

However, Mrs. Richardson 
refuted the city’s argument, 
claiming they made Faith Temple 
Church on Harrison and Cherry 
Street put up a fence to shield 
headlights from nearby homes. 

“We need a fence to keep t he lights 
from the cars shining right into our 
back bedroom window. Not only 
that, the book store put bright lights 
on the edge of their roof to 
discourage vandals and they shine 
into our back windows until real late 
at night,” Mrs. Richardson said. 

Although council said they “would 
do what they could”, some felt they 
didn’t seem very sympathetic to her 
cause. William Daniels, now mayor 
who was then mayor-pro-tem. told 
Mrs. Richardson ’ at the council 
meeting that “you might get a little 
reflection of light.” Former mayor 
Terrel M. LeCesne told her that the 
city had “no cause” to have business 


renewing the book store’s license. 

Joseph Davis Jr said: “The or- 
dinance officer should he sent there, 
and the place should be ticketed for 
littering ” 

Robert Cullen added: “I feel the 
city should do something - perhaps 
we could put up a snow fence .’’ 

Patrick O’Neil said, “There are 
two problems here One. people are 
parking on your properly.’ ’ he told 
Mrs. Richardson “Two. litter is 
blowing on your property “ 

Davis cited an example “The 
whole tiling in a nutshell is that 
there’s a law' -- let’s enforce it The 
Flks Club was made to comply ” 
However, LeCesne, who 
moderated the council session, but 
has since resigned as mayor, 
replied “The Elks Club still hasn’t 
complied and put up a fence.” 

Mrs. Richardson listened to the 
councilmen’s suggestions “Police 
are slow to respond - it takes them 
an hour to respond when we call 
about people parking on our lawn 
Many times the people are gone by 
that time,” she said 
Since her last meeting with the 
council. Mrs Richardson has seen 
three “No Parking” signs erected 
along the alley next to her house and 
a stop sign put up But even that was 
due to the fact the newspapers were 
coming out, Mrs. Richardson 
claimed 

“I knew this is true, because one 
day I looked out and saw two or 
three employees of the book store 
picking up litter from our 
backyard,” she said Mrs. 
Richardson said the store manager 
told her he received a call from the 
city ordinance officer who told him 
“the news media is coming out so 
make sure this place is cleaned up ” 

Mrs. Richardson grew up in 
Inkster schools and later attended 
Michigan State University for 2 1 ? 
years. She won a scholarship from 
WOHB radio station while a student 
at Inkster High School and has 
worked for the Wayne County 
Department of Social Services in 
Inkster for four years. 

“The thing that’s especially 
disappointing to me is that Mr. 
Daniels and Mr. LeCesne were my 
teachers in high school. When you're 
in school, they teach you to do right 
and be respectable. Now' when you 
appear before them and ask for their 
help, they act so nonchalant and let 
you dowm.” Mrs. Richardson said. 

“The only thing 1 want to do is 
protect my children from this type of 
filthy literature and tilings like the 
edible bra that they found on our 
lawn. If the mayor or councilmen 
lived in this house, they wouldn’t 
want their wife and children to see 
these books It makes you feel that 
something is going on politically -- 
they’re protecting his rights, but not 
ours,” Mrs. Richardson fumed. 

“Those men on the council are so 
cold - they don’t care I think a 
woman on the council would know 
better how I feel about this 
situation.” 


that the city officials just don’t want 
to help very much,” she said. 

Meanwhiie, one of former Mayor 
LeCesne ’s last actions in office was 

I 've grown up in Inkster, and I’m 
veiy proud of my city, bul it seems 
to order the “No Parking’’ signs and 
stop -ign erected as soon as possible. 
He admitted he had to “chew 
somebody out” to get fast action on 
getting the signs put up, but felt they 
were erected in reasonable time 

City Manager Wylie Williams and 
building inspector Luther Nickerson 
say they have done everything they 
can within the provisions of the city’ 
ordinances 

“We (the citv > do not have the 


authority to put up fences on private 
property,” Williams said “But we 
are doing what we can to help 
them,” 

City officials also said that a 
verbal agreement has been received 
from the book store owner that 
would go a long way in alleviating 
the problem 

But if Mrs Richardson feels she’s 
fighting a losing cause, you can 
hardly blame her after what hap- 
pened after the council meeting she 
attended to get help. 

“After the meeting, a man from 
the audience came up to me and 
asked if he could buy the magazine 
with the nude man and woman on 
tiie cover,” she said.

that petroleum imports already are 
increasing. However. Ford and 
Congressman John Dingell (center) 
discounted the prediction and are 
working for quick passage of 
synthetic fuel legislation. Both see 
synthetic fuels as a major answer 
to America’s growing dependence 
on imported oil. 


Manning announces 
'Super Sewer' support 


Richard E. Manning, chairman of 
the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners, has announced en- 
dorsement from the City of Wayne 
Chamber of Commerce for the 
“supersewer concept” for Western 
Wayne County. 

Manning was informed in a letter 
from Chamber President David J. 
Willett that the organization voted 
unanimous support for the idea 
which has direct effect on growth 
and-or decline in both Detroit and 
suburban areas. 

“We believe that the ‘Supersewer’ 
is a logical solution to the prevalent 
problem of inadequate sewer 
facilities in Western Wayne Coun- 
ty,” the letter stated. “No doubt that 
adl are not in favor of further out- 
county growth, but it is our con- 
viction that in reality the ‘Super- 
sewer' will enable us to effectively 
deal with the business and housing 
expansion that will come our way in 
any event.” 

Officially known as the Huron 
Valley Wastewater Control System, 
two sewer plans are in dispute 


between the County Board of Public 
Works and the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA). 

The county plan calls for a $200 
million system with a 69-mile-long 
underground pipe fed by lateral 
sewers from communities enroute 
and would extend from southwest 
Oakland County down through 
Western Wayne County. It would 
end at Brownstown where drinking- 
quality water would be discharged 
in Lake Erie a mile from shore. 

An alternate plan devised by the 
EPA would serve fewer com- 
munities in less area, excluding 
Oakland County altogether. EPA 
agreement is critical to either plan 
because its approval is necessary to 
qualify for federal funding up to an 
estimated 75 percent of total cost. 
Without federal funding, the county 
cannot pursue either plan. 

Decision by the EPA is expected 
sometime in July, according to 
Royce E Smith, managing director 
of the County Department of Public 
Works. 


Ford survey finds 
Inflation-Energy tops 


Inflation and energy are the major 
concerns of residents in Michigan’s 
15th Congressional District, ac- 
cording to tabulations of 
Congressman William D. Ford’s 
annual questionnaire survey. 

In a newsletter mailed last week to 
his constituents, Congressman Ford 
reported on the results of the first 
10,000 replies to his annual 
questionnaire, which was 
distributed in April. 

Inflation was listed by 59 percent 
of the returns as one of the three 
most important problems facing the 
nation. Energy u r as in second place 
with 47 percent. Crime and drugs 
were a low third with 15 percent. 

Congressman Ford’s constituents 
also: 

— Favored (70 percent) more 
research into alternative energy 
sources, and (53 percent) expanded 
use of America’s coal reserves. 
Nearly half (45 percent) favored a 
crash program to develop solar 
energy, and only 30 percent favored 
development of more nuclear power 
plants. 

— Favored (56 percent) our last 
years formal recognition of 
mainland China, but only 16 percent 
approved the ending of our defense 
treaty with Taiwan. 

— Opposed last year’s passage of 


the Panama Canal Treaty (13 
percent approval), and rejected any 
resumption of diplomatic relations 
with Cuba (24 percent approval). 

— Favored (58 percent) more 
regulation of foreign investments in 
the United States. 

Other percentage highlights of the 
survey returns: 

— U.S. membership and support 
of the United Nations — 48 percent 
approval. 

— Mandatory wage and price 
controls — 37 percent approval. 

— Comprehensive National Health 
Insurance — 32 percent approval. 

— Renewal of the draft for 
military service — 37 percent ap- 
proval. 

Congressman Ford has conducted 
this survey each year since his 
election to Congress. Questionnaires 
are sent to each of the more than 
170,000 homes in the 15th District. 
The returns are tabulated by staff 
members and volunteer workers in 
his district office. 

“This is one of the most valuable 
projects we carry out each year,” 
Congressman Ford commented. 
“There is no other way for me to 
obtain such a broad sampling of my 
constituents’ views on the wide 
range of issues and problems facing 
our nation ” 


Juchartz reappointed County 
Planning Commission post 


Wayne County Commissioner 
Kay L. Beard has announced the 
reappointment of County 
Cooperative Extension Director 
Donald D. Juchartz of Belleville to 
the County Planning Commission 
for his fourth consecutive term 

Juchartz was the nominee of 
Commissioner Beard for the three- 
year term ending in 1982 He has 
served with the Extension Service 
since 1956 and is president of the 
National Association of County 
Agricultural Agents. 

“Juchartz will again represent 
agricultural interests on the 
commission,” said Mrs. Beard 


“And 1 know of no one else who has 
more expertise in that field, or 
more dedication to harmonious 
development in Wayne County than 
he.” 

The 11-member commission 
directs the development and im- 
provement of county-owned lands 
and facilities It also reviews 
planning programs initiated by 
local municipalities whenever 
federal funds are involved 

By law, the commission must 
reflect various segments of the 
total community, such as labor, 
industry, recreation, education and 
agriculture. 


Juchartz said the commission 
does not follow the traditional role 
of “drawing maps” as its ultimate 
planning goal, but seeks to “im- 
prove the quality of life, to save 
essential assets in each community 
that can never again be replaced .” 

“Essentially, we try to put 
everything into a total county 
context,” he explained. “We plan, 
advise, encourage, arbitrate, 
oversee — and push for those 
things that will make a better 
environment for all. One thing’s for

"Residency?" 

There appears to be a growing trend by local government to 
allow employees to live outside the community in which they 
work. 

And while we automatically re-think any position which puts us 
in a corner with Detroit’s Mayor Coleman Young, on this issue we 
concur with his judgment. 

We feel that it is essential to the well being of the community as 
a whole, that its municipal employees live in the community. 

Case in point: 

About five years ago, the city of Westland placed the issue of 
‘Residency’ on the ballot for voters to decide. 

At the time, that move was politically motivated to extricate 
the administration from a bad situation it found itself in relative 
to the police and fire departments. 

With* the surprising passage of the measure, the exodus of 
Westland public employees began. 

i, * 

Over ensuing years, more and more employees moved out, and 
several months ago, Westland was forced to close one of its fire 
stations for the day, when it was impossible to get in touch with 
firefighters who lived outside of the community, for a call into 
work. ’* • 

While fire officials claim the closing had no effect on the 
department’s operation, the logical conclusion most would come 
to, is that if the city doesn’t need the fire station, they should close 
• it permanently. If the city does need it, it should be open and 
manned. . 

. Granted, the situation firefighters find themselves in, relative 
to ‘Residency’ requirements, is different from most city em- 
ployees. Working their every-other-day 24-hour shifts and 56 
hours per week, firefighters get four consecutive days off 
following three shifts. 

Because they live at the fire station while working, normal 
family considerations for living near work are removed. 

An additional, and even more important consideration for 
requiring residency is to remove the risk attached to non- 
residents being placed in key public safety positions, while at the 
sanrte time, being able to remove themselves from the con- 
sequences of their own public decisions. 

The best example of the potential dangeris provided by striking 
Toledo municipal employees who are witholding services to the 
community* . • 

‘Residency’ would not in itself, eliminate the possibility of 
illegal public employee strikes. But it would force striking em- 
ployees to live with the same dangers they are subjecting other 
residents to. * . 

Coleman Young has equated a non-resident police department 
to an occupational force. A force acting with impunity and with 
little concern for long range results of its actions. 

We agree. . 

We believe implications of a residency rule go far beyond the 
question of simply ah employee’s obligation to live in the com- 
munity he draws his living from. 

It is a fundamental principle that in order to receive, you must 
first give. Public employees receive from a community and they 
must be willing to give something back. 

We suggest that communities who now have ‘residency’ rules, 
keep those rules. And communities such as Westland, who do not, 
should reconsider its position and explore methods of 
reestablishing those rules.

Bill would promote 

employee ownership

From 1967 until 1973, Michigan lost ap- 
proximately 200,000 jobs because of some 4,000 
plant closings throughout the state. It is 
statistics such as these that emphasize the im- 
pact plant closings, plant-relocations, and 
conglomerate takeovers of smaller companies 
are having on Michigan’s overall employment 
picture. 

These closings, for whatever reason, are a 
significant problem and the Michigan 
Legislature has approved legislation to en- 
courage and assist plant workers who are in- 
terested in assuming the ownership and 
operation of a company facing shutdown. 

If House Bill 4119 is signed into law as ex- 
pected, the Michigan Departments of Labor and 
Commerce will work together on developing a 
“Program of Assistance to Worker-Owned 
Corporations.” 

This program will assist employees in taking 
over the ownership and operation of companies 
that are planning to close their local operation. 
Among other things, the Departments will meet 


with the employees, corporate officials, union 
representatives and local community residents 
to investigate possible conversion to an em- 
ployee-ownership plan. This will be done once a 
company makes a final decision to close its 
doors. 

Once the employee-ownership is deemed 
feasible by that group, the Department of Labor 
will work with employees to establish a cor- 
poration, obtain financing, find access to em- 
ployee-management training, and aid them in 
gaining whatever resources might be needed to 
complete the transition. 

Currently, the Department of Labor is 
responsible for establishing programs of 
assistance to workers and local communities 
facing the loss of jobs. The Department is also is 
experienced in finding federal financial support 
for assistance programs. Therefore, ad- 
ministration of this new program will be 
enhanced. 

Once the program gets underway its ef- 
fectiveness will be evaluated by the Department 


of Labor in three and a half years, with a final 
report being submitted to the Legislature If the 
Legislature fails to extend the program it will 
expire after a five-year period 

Despite this sunset provision, 1 am confident 
the evaluation process will ultimately lead to 
continuation of the program. In fact, during the 
last several years attempts on the part of local 
communities to implement similar measures 
have proved successful. Among those companies 
that have been converted to employee-ownership 
are the Amer-Cel Corporation of Lansing, 
Michigan, and the South Bend Lathe Company of 
South Bend, Indiana 

The availability of jobs in Michigan must 
remain one of our foremost concerns if we are to 
maintain a healthy economic environment. 

Therefore, as chairman of the Senate Labor 
Committee I am firmly committed to those 
proposals that will retain jobs in Michigan. 
Furthermore, I am confident proposals such as 
House Bill 41 19 not only promote jobs but provide 
an incentive among workers to become actively 
involved in Michigan’s business sector.

'People just helping people'

In the living room of the 40-year-old two-story 
home, the television set played its commercial to 
an empty room. From the front sidewalk, the 
strains of a familiar tune appeared to mix with 
the smoke and flame. 

“A.F.S.C.M.E. — AFSCME, AFSCME. People 
working to help people.” 

The message lost in the confusion of the 
moment. The owners of the home, a young 
couple with a one-year-old son tucked safely 
under their arms, watched helplessly from the 
sidewalk as their home and life’s investment 
went up in smoke. 

Striking Toledo firefighters stood by and 
watched. 

“People helping People.” 

The bus driver didn’t have enough money. The 
man stood there with a gun in his face. The sound 
of the gun shot echoed across the community and 
only the intentionally disabled Toledo police 
cars, crowding the parking lot, could have 
responded, but the drivers of those cars, the 
Toledo police officers, were on strike. 

“People helping People.” 

This scene, repeating the Dayton, Ohio, ex- 
perience of last year, again found public service 
employees pressing their demands for benefits, 
by witholding vital services to the community 
which must pay those benefits 

Pressing their advantage, the members of 
Toledo’s AFSCME union, virtually shut down the 
town. Vacant homes mysteriously burst into 
flames; local police officers, cruising the city 


streets, intentionally ignored the traffic signals, 
stop signs and risked lives while driving the 
wrong way on one-way streets. 

“People helping People.” But which people 
helping which people? 

It would be an understatement to say that local 
public employee unions have an advantage when 
it comes time to negotiate their new contract 
with the elected officials representing the city’s 
residents. 

Too often, those people elected by the com- 
munity to do the bargaining, are neither ex- 
perienced or sufficiently dedicated to saving 
money to effectively present their case. 

Since most are politicians who must face the 
voters on a regular basis, they must divide their 
concerns between the communities abaility to 
pay and their ability to wage a coming political 
campaign. 

And actions by the disgruntled Toledo city 
employees, generates an enormous amount of 
political heat. 

But that is, after all, the very reason why the 
AFSCME police and firefighters, chose to stand 
by and watch their community disintegrate. 
Political pressure. 

From this vantage point in time it is useless to 
second guess the politics which allowed public 
employees to organize in the first place. But it is 
possible to see first hand, the potential for chaos 
which exists when one side of a bargaining group 
makes the decision that their demands are more 
important than the entire community. 

It happened in Dayton. And it happened 


recently in Toledo 

It is equally fruitless to dwell on the fact that at 
one time in our history, such irresponsibly 
dangerous action by public employees would 
have been met with an instant outcry from area 
residents. But not today. 

In the age of instant communications, the 
media seems to have done a much better job in 
presenting the dissidents viewpoint than it has 
done in presenting society’s. Perhaps that is the 
way it should and must be. 

But that approach assumes that both sides of 
the dispute are equally dedicated to resolving it 
to their mutual satisfaction. And therein is the 
problem. 

Mix one public employee union like AFSCME, 
which does not appear to care an iota who pays 
for their actions, with weak-knee politicians, who 
never have to personally foot the bill for any 
settlement they finally accept, and the result is 
political expediency which the community must 
pay for. 

Few solutions to the problem are apparent, 
short of outlawing public service unions. That 
would require a political decision beyond the 
abilities of most elected officials But a begin- 
ning would be to again require public employees 
to live in the community where they work. 

At least, then, they would have to face the 
outraged homeowners whose homes they wat- 
ched bum to the ground. 

Wonder if any of those homes belonged to an 
AFSCME member!

Yellow summer squash on the grill 


The words ‘ outdoor cooking” probably call to mind visions of steaks siz- 
zling. beef barbecuing and hot dogs hissing over hot coals But charcoal 
cookery need not be limited to meats alone Vegetables cook beautifully on the 
grill, too. and they take on an exciting new flavor. 

Yellow summer squash is a colorful vegetable that cooks well on the grill 
and will complement any meat selection To ease preparation slice the 
squash into the center of a square of heavy duty aluminum foil Top with onion 
slices, crumbled bacon butter and seasonings for added taste appeal Bring 
the four corners of foil up together, squeeze the ends and press them to the 
package 

If desired, you can prepare the vegetables ahead in the foil bundle, 
refrigerate it and pop it right on the grill when the coals are ready Acting as 
the cooking container, the foil bundle eliminates the need for scouring pans 
and makes cleanup easy The Grilled Squash stays warm inside the foil 
should second helpings be requested, and any leftover can be stored in the 
same foil wrapping 


Grilled Summer Squash 

I small yellow squash, sliced 1 i-ineh thiek 
I small onion, sliced 
• i cup crumbled bacon 
I thsp butter or margarine 
' i tsp, salt 
Dash pepper 

Tear off an 18-inch square of Heavy Duty Reynolds Wrap, place squash, 
onion and bacon in center Season with salt and pepper dot with butter Bring 
four corners of foil up together in a pyramid shape Fold the openings together 
loosely to allow for heal circulation and expansion Seal bv folding over ends 
and pressing to package Grill over moderately hot coals 20-30 minutes or until 
tender

While food editors and the American housewife do not usually equate 
July cookery with soup (unless it’s one of the more sophisticated “cold” 
types), those of us calling Michigan “home” have to admit that even in 
the midst of summer we are wont to drag out the old soup kettle. 

Such was the case on a recent cool (spelled c-o-l-d) Sunday, July 1. Not 
only was there soup brewing on the back burner but a cozy fire lighting 
up the hearth at our house Y’all remember the way July bowed in, 
dontcha? 

Being an avid collector of recipes, there are always dozens waiting to 
be tested and one of the more inviting and challenging was “Cream of 
Cauliflower Soup.” Doesn't that sound great? (Or is today unbearably 
hot and the thought makes you perspire even more?) 

Anyway, C of C soup came to my attention while perusing a travel 
magazine at the beauty shop In it were some of the most requested 
recipes from famous restaurants and this one was from The Bakery in 
Chicago. 

Since there’s nothing I like to tackle better than a big pot of 
homemade soup (it makes me feel just a touch gourmet-ish), I figured 
this was the day for something good and hot and “different.” Had all the 
time in the world, too — the nastiness of the day having cancelled our 
golf date. 

Detached the recipes from its magnetized position on the ‘fridge’ 
(where it’d been yellowing from exposure) and, surprisingly , I had most 
of the ingredients; at least the essential ones. So tackled the onions, 
carrots and cauliflower, thawed out chicken stock which’d been waiting 
in the freezer and went to work creating still another new soup. 

The recipe makes just scads and, had I included ALL the groceries 
called for, would have been even MORE abundant But it’s nice to know 
that on the next cool summer day 1 can simply pull out a carton of soup, 
tuck it in the microwave and have a homemade meal in an instant. 
Besides our Sunday supper and a serving saved for lunch, I was able to 
freeze two more containers which will each feed two or three people. 

Hope you enjoy the soup as much as we. Of course, to begin with — 
you DO have to like cauliflower! 

CREAM OF CAULIFLOWER SOUP 

2 tablespoons oil 

Vz cup chopped onion x 

1 small carrot, grated 

1 lb. head cauliflower, cut in florets 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
8 cups chicken stock 

bouquet garni (Vfe teaspoon peppercorns, 1 teaspoon tarragon, bay 
leaf) 

|,4 cup butter or oleo 
l / 4 cup flour 
2 cups milk 
1 cup half and half 
1 tablespoon salt 
1 cup sour cream 

Saute onion in oil until transparent. Add carrot and celery and cook 2 
minutes. Add cauliflower and parsley. Cover, reduce heat to low and 
cook 15 minutes, stirring occasionally. Add stock and bouquet garni and 
bring to boil over medium heat. Reduce heat and simmer 15 minutes. 

Melt butter in 2-quart pan, stir in flour to make a roux. Add milk 
slowly and bring to boil over medium heat until thick and smooth. 
Remove from heat and stir in half and half. Add sauce to simmering 
soup. Blend in sour cream. Season to taste and simmer gently 10-15 
minutes. 

Now for a few suggestions (or tips): to make a bouquet garni, the 
gourmet cook ties the called-for herbs and spices in a little cheesecloth 
bag But that can be a drag so — if you’ve a teaball in your utensils 
drawer, get it out and tuck your spices in that. The reason for all this is 
so you don’t have unsightly bits of herbs or those peppercorns floating 
around and spoiling the looks of your soup. 

Either fresh or dried parsley may be used but, had I had some. I’d 
have preferred the fresh. 

I didn’t have half and half so just eliminated it and the soup was fine 
without it; its addition, of course, would have made for an even richer, 
creamier base, though. 

Also did NOT add a whole cup of sour cream but just kept adding 
dollops until the taste was right for us. Do your own thing there but 
remember, put your sour cream in a cup or bowl and add small amounts 
of the hot soup to it until it’s a smooth, thin mixture and THEN add it to 
your soup. Sour cream does not take to boiling so keep that temperature 
down on your range once it’s in the pot. 

I also added more thickening simply because we prefer thicker, 
heartier soups but that’s up to you. too. Doesn’t it sound great? 


GOTTA ADMIT that the Chocolate Cheese Pie we ran a couple weeks 
ago was not, in this amateur’s opinion, worth the trouble. UNLESS — 
(and here’s where 1 need to hear from you) — by not keeping it frozen I 
took away from the planned taste and texture I froze it originally but 
did not keep it in its frozen state for serving. Although there were good 
comments on the pie, it did NOT taste like a cheese pie but rather like an 
ordinary chocolate pudding pie to me. Any comments? 

If the air doesn’t seem to be flowing through your windows the way 
you think it should, take a look at those screens. Dusty and dirty? Most 
of the time that’s the reason 

For the cleanest, sparkliest screens in town use a cup of sudsy am- 
monia with a gallon of water (mix it in a plastic wastebasket that also 
needs a wash job. 

Tilt the screens against a wall or fence and, with a scrub brush, work 
from top to bottom after pouring some of the mixture across the top. 
Then make a quarter turn and repeat the action. Lastly, use the garden 
hose with a good strong spray and rinse the whole thing. Tap the screen 
gently to remove the water, turn and tap again and VOILA ! screens that 
can breathe again. (P S. Using just the hose really doesn’t do the job ) 

Whenever I can find the time, I’ve been reading a book which a dear 
librarian friend thought I might like since she knows my bent for 
Washington, D C. themes. 

Non-fiction, it’s the “inside story of life in Washington during the 
Truman, Eisenhower, Kennedy and Johnson Years” as written by Jack 
Anderson with James Boyd. Anderson, who was broken in by the 
notorious columnist and radio personality, Drew Pearson, gives his 
account of working with the man in his (Anderson’s) early years. 

I was particularly interested in the long section on Joe McCarthy who 
rose to fame and then his demise in the years when I had absolutely no 
interest in the Capitol scene 

Anderson is quite a writer and likes to hit his readers with such 10- 
dollar words as desideratum ... libidinous ... contumacius ... chimera ... 
factotum ... concupiscent which, admittedly, are not part of my 
everyday vocabulary. And they did sort of “throw” me at first. (How 
about those gems, J.B.?) 

But the man’s flair with a phrase is delightful. Take these, for in- 
stance: “He (MacArthur) was seen as a mountain peak silhouetted 
agairet lightning ” “A young man (Roy Cohn) whose national cockiness 
was inflated into a gross arrogance by the helium of McCarthy’s 
power “ . consternation percolated in foreign capitols and segments 

of the American press.” He does have a way with words and, if the 
governmental scene is your cup of tea, you might like the book. 

IN CASE YOU WONDERED — the ages old expression “A pretty 
kettle of fish” was culled from the time salmon swam upstream in 
Scotland and when countryfolk would customarily pitch their tents 
along the flowery banks of the famed Tweed River. For in bygone times, 
the annual salmon run heralded gala picnics with days of fishing and 
evenings of merriment (for all except the hapless salmon!). But with 
“too many cooks,” indeed, spoiling the broth, and hordes of hungry 
diners grabbing fish from the kettles “catch-as-catch-can“ — and 
strewing food all over the grass — the picnic more often resembled a 
shambles. The Scots had an iron word for such unsightly litter, calling 
it, wryly, “pretty.” So “a pretty kettle of fish” swam across the borders 
as an international idiom for a messy situation.

Plant your own herb garden 


Looking for a way to 
give fresh summer 
vegetables a little extra 
zip? How about growing 
a few herbs? 


Nancy Butler. 
Washtenaw Cooperative 
Extension Horticultural 
Assistant, points out 
that herbs don’t need 
much space. You can 
grow them in a flower 
pot on a sunny win- 
dowsill. in a flower bed, 
as part of a vegetable 


garden or in boxes on a 
porch or patio 
Most herbs do well 
even in poor soil, as long 
as it’s fairly well 
drained. A small patch 
by the back door, where 
they’ll be handy to the 
kitchen, makes a good 
companion to a small 
salad garden Three or 
four plants at the most 
of each herb should 
provide enough 
seasoning for the 
average family. 


Most herbs can be 
seeded directly into the 
garden in spring. Most 
annual herbs have to be 
replanted each year, 
though some — like 
chives and dill — will 
reseed themselves. 
Perennial herbs, once 
established, will come 
back year after year.

be used in late summer 
to propagate some 
plants to grow indoors 
during the winter.

Herbs can be tied in 
loose bunches and hung 
in a well ventilated. 
dust-1 ree room to dry; 
or they can be spread on 
hardward doth, clean 
window- screen or 


cheesecloth Leaves 
may also be stripped 
from the stems and 
spread on flat trays. 

All herb drying should 
be done in a cool room, 
away from sources of 
artificial heat and 
sunlight. When leaves 
are dry and brittle, 
place them in tightly 
covered glass jars and 
store in a dark, cool 
location If moisture 
forms inside the jar. 
more drying is needed.

Heat and careless 
owners can make 
summer miserable for 
dogs and cats . . and 

also deadly. 

Despite repeated 
warnings, careless 
owners continue to 
leave pets in closed, 
parked cars or tran- 
sport their pets in 
automobile trunks. 
Interior temperatures 
rapidly reach un- 
bearable levels for the 
animals and can result 
in death. 


This was underscored 
by a recent incident at 
the Michigan Humane 
Society shelter in 
Westland. Ten un- 
wanted puppies were 
brought to the shelter in 
a box. After the 15- 
minute trip to the 
shelter, two puppies 
were unconscious and 
the other eight were on 
the verge of un- 
consciousness. Only 
qpick action by the 
shelter staff revived the 
pups.

Amid our friends, the green 
plants, are a number of foes that 
lurk waiting for the unwary person 
to touch them and to become af- 
flicted with the scourge of summer 
the itching, oozing, redness and 
skin irritation of allergic reactions 
to poison ivy, poison oak and poison 
sumac. 

/Ml three of these plants are 
members of the plant genus 
‘ toxicodendron’’ and cause allergic 
reactions in an estimated 150 million 
Americans 

Poison ivy. oak and sumac — all 
native to the United States and 
Canada — are botanical booby traps 
that grow in woods, swamps and 
gardens All produce a 6ticky sap 
containing a chemical, uroshiol 
Contact with this sap can cause 
dermatitis in seven out of 10 people. 

learning to recognize these plants 
is a must Poison ivy and poison oak 
have leaves that grow in groups of 
three and their berries are greenish- 
white Poison sumac is distinguished 
from other sumacs by its drooping 
green berries harmless sumacs 
have red, erect berry clusters. 

After recognizing these plants, 
don’t touch them and don’t touch 
anything that has touched them, like 
garden tools, clothing or pets. 

Poison ivy allergy is sneaky: its 
blistery rash does not occur im- 
mediately on contact. Twelve hours 
or more may go by before the red- 
ness and itching begin — that is what 
is known as “delayed hyper- 
sensitivity.” 

The rash itches and itches and 
oozes The worst is usually over in 
five days. That is, if you have 
thoroughly washed yourself, your 
clothes, your tools and pets 

Urushiol remaining on the skin or 
on these other items can cause 


further outbreaks on your skin This 
is w hy most people think poison ivy 
“spreads ” 

Wet, cold compresses of water, 
boric acid and aluminum acetate 
may ease the itching while the skin 
is oozing Calamine does. too. and 
dries up the blisters. 

Don’t excessively treat with over- 
the-counter lotions since some of 
these contain ingredients that 


themselves cause reactions when 
applied to the skin. For really bad 
cases, call a physician 
Behind all allergies is an altered 
immunity. Scientists at a network of 
centers supported by National In- 
stitute of Health’s National Institute 
of Allergy and Infectious Diseases 
<NIAID) investigate allergies to find 
their causes and to develop treat- 
ment methods 


Better techniques for immuno- 
therapy against poison ivy and 
poison oak are being sought. The 
family of urushiol compounds is 
being studied to determine which 
one is best for use in more effective 
preventive treatment.

Plant now for your fall harvest 


Though most people usually think 
ol spring as the lime to plant a 
garden, many vegetables can be 
planted in late June. July and even 
August tor a lall harvest 
Gardeners who are harvesting 
early planted crops then can plant a 
second time and so make maximum 
use of their garden space Those who 
simply didn't get the spring garden 
planted still have a chance to grow a 
variety of vegetables 
According to Nancy Butler. 
Washtenaw Cooperative Extension 
Horticultural Assistant, vegetables 
for a fall harvest can be seeded 
directly into the garden or tran- 
splanted as plants She advises 
choosing quick maturing varieties 


which will have time to produce 
bet ore the onset of severe weather. 

Most ol the crops that can be 
planted for a fall harvest are cool- 
weather crops That is. they grow 
and mature best in spring and lall 
Broccoli, cabbage. Brussels sprouts, 
cauliflower, kale. Chinese cabbage 
and kohlrabi can be planted in late 
June It ’s a good idea to mulch these 
plants to help keep the roots cool 
Control of cabbage worms and 
loopers will also be necessary. 

Other M)l-weathcr crops lor 
summer planting include butterhead 
and leal lettuce, radishes, spinach, 
turnips and peas Because radishes 
take only three or lour weeks to 
mature, they can be planted as late 


as Sept I in mid-Michigan. Leaf 
lettuce can be planted anytime after 
July l and before Aug. 15. peas and 
spinach in the second half of July, 
and turnips anytime during July. 

Warm-weather crops that can be 
planted in June — provided your 
growing season is long enough — 
include snap beans, pickling 
cucumbers and summer squash Be 
sure to pick varieties that begin 
producing within 50 to GO days of 
seed i ng i n t he ga rden 

To prevent disease problems, 
avoid planting closely related plants 
in the same space Follow early peas 
with lettuce and radishes, for in- 
stance. or cole crops — broccoli, 
cabbage, etc - rather than beans
